He May Succeed to the White Moun- 
tain Paper Company Property. 


He and Other Publishers, Including Wanamaker, of Phila- 
delphia, May Enter into the Manufacture of White 
Paper Used by the Scripps-McRae 


League, Etc. 


The mill property of the White Mountain Paper Com- 
pany at Freeman’s Point, Portsmouth, N. H., is likely to 
soon pass into the hands of a syndicate headed by Col. 
Milton A. McRae, of Cincinnati, Ohio, who is prominently 
identified with the publication of newspapers and with the 
service to many dailies of the news of the country through 
the Publishers’ Press in the East and the Scripps-McRae 
League in the West. The colonel has, within the past 
few weeks made an exhaustive study of the properties of 
the White Mountain Paper Company and is reported to 
have made arrangements to take over the mill property at 
Freeman's Point, on the assurance that the company own- 
ing the extensive timber lands will sign long term 
contracts to supply the mill with pulp at a reasonable price 
This assurance, it is understood, has been given. In re- 
gard to the colonel’s ability to raise the necessary money 
to take over the mill property there is no question. The 
gentlemen associated with him in the proposed paper man 
ufacturing enterprise are said to be among the richest men 
in the country interested in the publication of daily news- 
papers. The name of John Wanamaker, of Philadelphia, 
is one of the capitalists mentioned in connection with the 
big project. Mr. Wanamaker is financially interested in 
more than one daily paper and is naturally anxious to 
secure his raw material at the lowest cost. With this end 
in view it is generally reported that Mr. Wanamaker has 
looked into a number of paper mill projects since he be- 
came a newspaper owner. Of all those investigated by him 
the White Mountain proposition is said to have appealed 
most strongly to his judgment as containing the elements 
necessary to success. 

The new company which will be incorporated to take 
over the property, if the present deal goes through, will be 
capitalized for $5,000,000. This stock, according to the 
plans of its promoters, will be offered to publishers who 
would like to change from their present source of supply 
With the money realized from the sale of this stock the 
mill will be completed and started running. A large sur- 
plus will be reserved for the operation of the mill. Be- 
cause of the contracts with the other company owning the 
pulp wood lands the paper manufacturing company will be 
relieved of the necessity of looking after its principal raw 
material. 

Col. McRae, the leading spirit in the big project, is said 
to be financially interested among others in the Cleveland 
Press, the Cincinnati Post, the St. Louis Chronicle, the Col- 
umbus Citizen and the Toledo News-Bee. Through his con- 
nection with the Scripps-McRae League and the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association the colonel is a very in- 
fluential man among the newspaper owners of the country 
Any project of this kind indorsed by the colonel, it is 
helieved, will meet with favor by his brother publishers. 

The foreclosure sale of the property of the White Moun- 
tain Paper Company will take place on August 28. At that 
time it will, no doubt, come into the hands of the reor- 
ganization committee of the bondholders, as that commit- 
tee holds $10,000,000 worth of the bonds of the company, 
upon which thcre is $800,000 of unpaid interest, making the 
total lien of the committee on the property of the com- 


pany $10,800,000. 
this amount the property will pass into the possession of 
the reorganization committee. This committee will then 
separate the property into two distinct companies, one 
owning the mill site, buildings, &c., and the other owning 
the timber lands. The stock of the manufacturing com

General Paper Company Considers Crisis Passed.

Officers of the General Paper Company consider that the 
crisis in the Wisconsin strike is past, and that they will 
experience no further difficulties in supplying customers. 
President Alexander was optimistic over the outlook when 
he arrived at the Chicago offices from his home in Mil 
waukee this morning. 

“The time has passed for serious trouble,” he said. “Un 
less there are sudden and unexpected developments all our 
customers will find themselves in good shape. One reason 
that the strike has not seriously crippled us was because 
we had not contracted up to the full capacity of our mills. 

“Only- one news paper mill is affected by the strike—the 
Combined Locks Paper Company. As soon as the strike 
was declared there the mill was closed without protest and 
the roof torn off. A new roof is being put on, and the 
mill cannot possibly start before August 1. Then, if it is 
possible to start under an “open shop” arrangement, it 
will open; otherwise it will continue closed 

“We are well supplied by the Consolidated Water Power 
and Paper Company mill at Grand Rapids, the Rhine 
lander Paper Company at Rhinelander and the Niagara 
mill of Kimberly & Clark Company at Quinnesec, Mich. 
Each of these mills is unaffected by the strike. They all 
are practically part of the General Paper Company. 

“The controversy is no longer over a question of hours 
and wages, but over recognition of the union. We are 
proceeding slow and deliberately. The Kimberly & Clark 
people have declared that they do not intend to recognize 
the union, and they have the support of the associated 
mills. No mill will start unless an “open shop” policy is 
At Menasha and Neenah the strikers are ugly,

CONDITIONS UNCHANGED. 


No New Developments in the Wiscon- 
Sin Strike. 


Machines Now Running in the Badger, Wisconsin River, 
Howard and Strange Mills—Some of the Workers Being 
Fed and Lodged In the Mills—The Policy of the 
Manufacturers Is to Go Slow. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

APPLETON, Wis., July 11, 1904—Another week of the 
strike has gone into history without any especially note- 
worthy events. The Badger Mill of the Kimberly & 
Clark Company at Neenah, which was the first to be 
started, is still running and making paper just as it has 
been doing for many years. At the mill of the Wisconsin 
Tissue Paper Company, in Appleton, the second of the 
two paper machines was started last week, and has been 
running ever since. At both these mills there is plenty 
of help for every duty. The mill of the C. W. Howard 
also started a portion of its ma

Besides those noted above there was no effort to start 
mills during the week. When asked about it some of the 
manufacturers say they have not yet finished repairs, and 
others say business is so dull there is no particular rea 
son for hurry, and they were ready to stay down a while 
longer anyway. It is a noteworthy fact, however, that 
where mills have once been started they have been kept 
going and apparently equipped with all the employees 
necded. It seems to be the policy of the manufacturers 
to make haste slowly, and not to open a mill without be 
ing certain they have help enough to run it properly and 
keep it going. There have been a few defections, espe 
cially during last week, from the ranks of the union men, 
and a half dozen or more are working in the mills as of 
yore, but for the most part the men are strangers who 
have come from the East. They are anxious to be per 
mitted to work as long as they want to work and as long 
as they please their employers. The manufacturers say 
they are efficient men and that they will keep their places 
as long as they continue to do their work well. 

Potter and Borgman, two non-union men who were 
accused of shooting revolvers during the first riot, were 
acquitted last Friday by the court at Oshkosh, and in the 
case of one of them a motion was sustained by the court to 
assess the costs against the complainant. This is regarded 
by the manufacturers as a very healthy decision, coming 
just at this time. 

So far as deeds of violence afe concerned there is not 
much to be reported. Occasional encounters are occur 
ring around the mills, usually at night, but no one was 
badly hurt last week, with the exception of one man who 
had been away for a Fourth of July holiday and was 
getting home. On his way from the depot he was set 
upon by several toughs and badly beaten. It is reported 
that he will sue the city of Menasha for $10,000 damages 
on accoum of lack of proper protection. 

4 good many of the best machine tenders belonging 
to the unions have left and accepted work elsewhere 
They will probably drift back here again after the trouble 
is over, but in any event there will be a great deal of shift 
ing about of help, as the outside men who now have 
positions will hold them as long as they want them.

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NEPORTS ON PRICES AND DEMAND. 


Mill Business Keeps Up Very Well, But Several Holyoke 
Mills Are Down—Jobbing Trade Is 
Seasonably Quiet. 


While the jobbing trade is quiet the mills, from all ac- 
counts, are not suffering for the want of orders. The 
result of this favorable situation of the mills is that prices, 
generally speaking, are well maintained. This fact speaks 
volumes for the strength of the market, especiaily at a time 
of year when the manufacturers are usually making con- 
cessions. That some concessions have been made, how- 
ever, and are still being made, there is no question, but 
this cutting of prices, it is believed, is the exception and not 
the general practice of the trade. In box boards, as is well 
known, there is at present severe competition among the 
mills, with great cutting of prices. Business, however, 
has not improved in consequence of the low prices, because 
buyers naturally expect still lower quotations before the 
summer is over. Besides the interest in box boards as a 
feature of the market there is also some interest in wall 
paper hangings. The large contracts for hangings are now 
subjects of negotiation. The regular asking price is said 
to be the same as last year, namely 2.40 cents. Where the 
consumers, however, are able to pay their bills promptly 
they are being offered their supply for less than 2.40 cents. 
In regard to the other grades of paper, it is safe to say 
that there has been no important change in any of them 
during the past week. While the demand is seasonably 
light and is apt to continue so for a number of weeks the 
feeling of the trade is that prices will not go lower. In 
fact, some men well informed on the situation predict a 
gradual increase in the strength of the market from now 
on. These gentlemen base their prediction upon the gen- 
eral prosperous condition of the country, the absence of 
large stocks, either at the mills or in the hands of the deal- 
ers, and the settled conviction that the forthcoming Presi- 
dential campaign will not disturb business. With an av- 
erage demand, therefore, representing the regular consump- 
tion of the country the men referred to see a good business 
in store for the trade this fall. 





Fair Business in Holyoke.

But 
as it is only natural for most lines of business to be de- 
pressed in the summer time no serious complaint is being 
made by paper dealers because of the dullness. And yet, 
notwithstanding the reports of dullness, the daily routine 
of regular business calls for considerable quantities of 
paper of various kinds and the filling of these orders keeps 
the shipping and teaming departments fairly busy—more 
so than the workers care for during these hot- July days. 


The store salesmen on duty are having a very easy time 
just now, so quiet is new city business. With manufac- 
turers conditions continue about as they have been for the 
past few weeks, although new business may be a little 
slower at present than heretofore. Some of the New Eng- 
land manufacturers claim to have orders enough in hand to 
keep their mills running full for a few weeks to come, but 
it is doubtful if all manufacturers are so favorably situated. 
The water supply is growing less from week to week and 
some little annoyance is likely to be experienced in some 
quarters ere long for the want of water. Visiting trade 
representatives have been very few of late, they realizing 
possibly that it is useless to try to force business when 
conditions are so unfavorable.

Philadelphia Seasonably Active.

PHILADELPHIA, July 12, 1904—The quiet midsummer 
season is now here with its full force—or rather lack of 
it—and all through the general jobbers’ line demand is 
weak though prices are unchanged. In no instance that 
has come to light has the consumer been offered the in- 
ducement of lower prices. The makers of book papers 
like Dill & Collins and the Jessup & Moore Paper Com- 
pany report a seasonably active business with a considera- 
ble amount of advance orders, sufficient to keep the mills 
running full time and to make it unnecessary to take or- 
ders at no profit merely to keep machines running. For 
wrappings there is an exceedingly small demand, but the 
week has not brought with it more than the usual easing 
off in buying. A very backward season keeps the building 
paper market fairly steady, better in fact this week than 
last. Flat and writing papers and tissues are unchanged. 
On every hand jobbers are inclined to believe that the 
newly and auspiciously organized paper trade association 
will have a beneficial tendency in steadying the market 
during this—its weakest—season. The impending dull sum- 
mer time is, therefore, being looked forward te with ‘more 
satisfaction than usual. x 2s. 


Chicago Business Fair.

“Just betwixt and between” is the description which one 
of the Chicago paper dealers gives for the condition of 
business during the past week. Sales are better than it was 
anticipated they would be several weeks ago, but they are 
not up to the mark set for them in other years at this 
season. 

In low grade papers the market has been active. In 
higher grade it has been just the opposite. The mills of 
the United have been running steadily and the supply of 
paper stock has been low, making business good in that 
line. Book paper was better last week than it has been 
for some time. News also was in good demand, though it 
has been in constant call all season. Dealers are not dis- 
turbed over the market. 

There is a factor in the Chicago situation which causes 
them considerable unrest, and that is the labor situation. 
“Strikes are driving business away from Chicago,” said one 
of the oldest dealers in the city this morning. “Last week 
I shipped a five carload order to a printing house outside 
of Chicago. Six months ago the same order was shipped 
to a Chicago printing house. The man who had the work 
done took it out of the city because he did not know when 
a strike might be called and'tie it up indefinitely. The re- 
sult of this condition is that country trade is fairly good, 
while city trade is slow. It may be only a question of 
time before the Chicago paper dealers begin to lose the 
customers that the Chicago printers have already lost.”

Miami Valley Prices Firm. : 


{From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Dayton, Ohio, July 11, 1904.—While business is -not 
rushing, it is a source of satisfaction among paper manu- 
facturers and jobbers to report that prices are not in the 
least affected by the summer dullness, which may now 
be more noticeable than at any other period of the heated 
term. Quotations have remained about the same for many 
months, though at one time it seemed that an advance 
would be necessitated by conditions. Especially was this 
true in straw paper and stray; board circles. There is 
still some apprehension concerning the yield of straw, 
though the indications this week in various localities where 
harvesting is in order were that the crop would exceed 
the early expectations of the mill men. Even should this 
prove to be true, it will not help the situation materially 
in the Middle West, where so many straw board and paper 
plants are located, as the mill men will have to scour the 
entire country for a supply sufficient to meet the needs éf 
the manufacturers. The demand for news paper has con- 
tinued brisk in this section for some weeks, partly because 
of the many particularly good features the daily newspa- 
pers have enjoyed, extra editions having been more numer- 
ous in the larger cities of the West this summer than for 


several years. The consumption of news will likely con- 
tinue strong until the fall season, with possibly an inter- 
ruption next month, though there is really no way of 
gauging the future consumption of news. The Presiden- 
tial campaign has already increased the use of print pa- 
per, and with the leading parties strenuously extending the 
“campaign of education,” it is believed that an unprece- 
dently heavy demand will keep the mills busy all summer. 
Orders have already been placed in anticipation of the 
call. M. V. 


Imperial Mills and the Ontario .Government. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Ortrawa, Canada, July 11, 1904.—There is considerable 
friction between the Ontario Department of Public Works 
and the Imperial Paper Mills Company, of Sturgeon 
Falls, concerning the building of dams at the outlets of 
Temagami Lake. The Government organ, the Toronto 
Globe, gives the following account of it: 

Lake Temagami is on the high land between Lake 
Nipissing and Lake Temiskaming, and has outlets into 
each of these waters. The outlets are very contracted, 
and by the building of small dams a large quantity of 
water can be stored. The southern outlet of the lake 
is through the Sturgeon River, on which are located the 
power house and mills of the Imperial Paper Company. 

In December, 1902, the Ontario Government granted 
the company the right to build a dam at each of these 
outlets for the purpose of regulating the flow of water 
through the Sturgeon River, the condition being that the 
dam should be so constructed as not to impede or inter- 
fere with the natural flow of water, should be built on 
the stop log principle, and should be operated so that 
none of the logs were placed in position until after the 
lake had reached its normal summer level. The logs 
were then to be permitted to hold up the water in the 
lake for the summer and autumn supply. The location 
of the dam was to be determined by the engineer of the 
Public Works Department and the plans were to be ap- 
proved by the commissioner. Without notifying the De- 
partment, and without having the location determined 
or the plans approved, the company last winter built a 
dam at the southern outlet. The company was ordered 
by the Department to cease work and remove the struc- 
ture. This order was not complied with. Notwithstand- 
ing these protests, in May last a second dam was con- 
structed at the northerly outlet, thus completely closing the 
outlets of the lake. 

Lake Temiskaming is one of the most beautiful of the 
northern lakes and is being valued as an admirable sum- 
mer and tourist resort. The islands are numerous, the 
shores are low, and all are splendidly wooded. They 
will form one of the most important sources of revenue 
for the new Temiskaming and Northern Ontario Rail- 
way, which is now constructed to the east arm of the 
lake. 

Complaints of the injurious flooding of shores, land 
and islands were received by the Department, and in view 
of the fact that the work was being done under protesta- 
tions, Provincial Inspector Rogers, together with a wood 
ranger, was instructed to make an inspection of the lake 
and to remove any obstruction that might cause the 
holding up of the water to a dangerous height. Inspector 
Rogers made the inspection and found the obstructions 
according to the complaint, and by the use of dynamite 
removed them, together with the two dams. L. 


Champion Coated Paper Company Drilling for Gas. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, July 11, 1904—The Champion Coated 
Paper Company at Hamilton is departing somewhat from 
the beaten path of the coated paper maker by drilling for 
gas on land which it controls. Evidences of gas were dis- 
covered some time ago, and the value of the find to the 
largest plant of its kind inethe United States, should it 
“pan out,” was so evident that preparations were made to 
drill a test well. If gas is discovered the plant can be sup- 
plied by its own “gas tank,” while, should the development 
be worked, it may be possible to supply the town of Ham- 
ilton and surrounding hamlets. Dayton’s natural gas sup- 
ply, received largely frum the Indiana and Central Ohio 
fields, is petering out to such an extent that manufactur- 
ing consumers are cut off as soon as a brief cold spell 
arrives, while domestic users are favored. The latter pay 
high for their fuel, but are apparently satisfied. Among 
the manufacturers who pay just as dearly, but who prefer 
gas to coal, in many instances, there is much complaint 
that they should be cut off, and the discovery of a vein

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PAPER PRODUCIS DOING BUSINESS. 


S. B. Fleming, Vice President of the Company, Declares 
That It Is Now Stronger Than Ever- New 
Policy of the Company. 


Despite all rumors to the contrary the Paper Products 
Company still continues in business as the selling agency 
of a number of box board mills. Its demise, which was 
forecasted last week, has not as yet taken place. Instead 
of a dissolution of the company which was predicted, S. 
B. Fleming, its vice president, says that the company is 
stronger today than it ever has been. This declaration is 
contained in the following brief statement dictated by Mr. 
Fleming to a representative of THe Paper Trape JOURNAL 
on Tuesday of this week: 

“The executive committee of the Paper Products Com- 
pany was in session on Monday and Tuesday, and thor- 
oughly canvassed the present situation. There is no truth 
in the statement of dissolution, and the company is on a 
stronger foundation today than it ever has been. It was 
decided at the meeting to hold prices as firmly as the quota- 
tions of the mills outside of the Paper Products Company 
would permit.” 
current rumors Mr. Fleming declined to say anything 
further. 

From the last sentence of Mr. Fleming’s statement it 
will be seen that the “‘war” is still on between the mills 
selling through the Paper Products Company and those 
outside that organization. The reason back of this cam- 
paign for business regardless of price, to use the words 
of one of the manufacturers, is the fact that “the officials 
of the Paper Products Company, did not deem it advisable 
to continue to make shutdowns, thereby holding the 
market for those who would not co-operate with them.” 
In regard to the probable result of the new policy of the 
Paper Products Company this manufacturer said he 
thought the selling agency would win, as the mills selling 
through it were the best in the country and can produce 
boards at prices that many of the outside mills cannot pos- 
sibly meet. In other words, that it is a case of the sur- 
vival of the fittest. Which side will tire first is still an 
open question. 

In the New York trade the conditions which prompted 
the prediction that a dissolution of the Paper Products 
Company was near are unchanged. According to reports 
there is no bottom to prices, and practically no business, 
as consumers are waiting for still lower quotations. As the 
latter know by this time that all new low record quota- 
tions will be met by the competing manufacturers they are 
playing one against another, thereby getting prices down 
beyond the possibility of any profit to the mill owners. 

In regard to the charge that-a number of mills con- 
nected with the Paper Products Company are billing their 
goods direct, there is said to be plenty of evidence in the 
New York market. In view of this fact and the outspoken 
declarations of a few of the manufacturers who have been 
selling through the Paper Products Company, the continued 
existence of that company is seriously questioned. Those 
in the trade who hold to this opinion declare that a final 
answer to the doubts on that score cannot be long de- 
layed. Another meeting of the executive committee of the 
Paper Products Company will be held next week. 





B. L Harter Says Eastern Rumors Are Not True.

The bearish New York reports of the impending collapse 
of the Paper Products Company are characterized as en- 
tirely unfounded by B. I. Harter, president of the Chicago 
Coated Board Company, and in charge of the Western 
management of the Paper Products Company. 

Mr. Harter was interviewed by the representative of 
Tue Paper Trave JourNaL in regard to the sensational 
rumors that have been circulating for some time in trade 
circles to the effect that the selling agency is on the verge 
of dissolution, that the mills composing it are already bill- 
ing goods direct to the consumer, that wholesale and in- 


discriminate cutting of prices has started through the coun- 


try, and that at last week’s New York meeting the decision 
was practically reached to entirely abandon the present sell- 
ing agency plan. 

Mr. Harter said: 

“There is no truth in the New York dentin They 
probably originated with persons who have a grudge 
against the Paper Products Company or who are large pur- 
chasers of box board. The most open enemies of the sell- 
ing agency have always been the large consumers of box 
board. The effort now is plainly to create a feeling of un- 
rest in the trade and to encourage mills to cut prices. 

“The Paper Products Company was never stronger than 
today, and I see no reason to expect its dissolution. There 
was no meeting held in New York last week to discuss its 
affairs. The next meeting probably will not be called for 
some time. 


Beyond making this general denial of the . 


“There has not been a dollar’s worth of goods billed by 
the mills of the Paper Products Company that has not 
been invoiced through the offices of the Paper Products 
Company. 

“As regards cutting of prices, the company has made a 
special effort to encourage the box makers to manufacture 
goods at the present time, since this is the dull season, and 
the prices of raw materials are low. Special reductions 
have been made for this purpose, but there has been no cut- 
ting of prices. 

“We even expected to shut down the mills of the Paper 
Products Company last week, but business was so good 
we kept them running full time. There has been a marked 
increase in orders recently, and the outlook is highly satis- 


factory.”

Accidental Death of a Pulp Man.

Report of Kinnard Receivership.

Dayton, Ohio, July 11, 1904.—The report just made by 
W. B. Gebhart, receiver in the case of William M. Kin- 
nard against the Kinnard Manufacturing Company, is one 
of the most encouraging ever submitted to the court by 
any official acting in a similar capacity. The report covers 
a period extending from April 2 to June 30, 1904, and, in 
substance, shows the assets to have been $185,577.84 on the 
latter date, while the liabilities amounted to $98,575.40. 
Thus a surplus of $87,002.38 is shown by the statement. 
The record is considered splendid in view of existing 
conditions, as undoubted success seems to have followed 
the concern since application was made the latter part of 
last year for a receiver by William M. Kinnard, the presi- 
dent of the company, who realized that this was the only 
solution of what proved to be a knotty problem. For many 
years the Kinnard Manufacturing Company has held an 
enviable place in the business world and was generally re- 
garded as one of the largest paper box and novelty con- 
cerns in the country. Starting in a small plant on Ice 
avenue, Dayton, it soon grew to large proportions and in 
the course of a few years absorbed the Crume & Sefton 
Company’s factory, whose buildings it occupied, the entire 
business having been turned over to the Kinnard Com- 
pany. When the business became topheavy and more capi- 
tal was required in a hurry the firm -was placed in the 
hands of receivers, and the fact that the assets are even 
now greatly in excess of the liabilities indicates the pro- 
spective continued success of the house.

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DOINGS AT FULTON. 


Organizing a Manufacturers Association—Enlarging Tailrace 
on West Side of River—New Equip- 
ment for Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futton, N. Y., July 11, 1904.—At a meeting of Fulton’s 
manufacturers, held last week, the initial steps were taken 
in the organization of a manufacturers’ association. As 
one of the objects of the proposed organization will be the 
appointment of a competent committee to look after the 
water rights along the Oswego River, and especially to 
keep in touch with the power conditions as affected by the 
changes to be made through the 1,000 ton barge canal 
work, the movement is of vast importance to the paper 
mills in this city. Thomas Hunter, president of the Battle 
Island Paper Company, was made chairman of the com- 
mittee selected to prepare the plans of organization. As 
the exact route to be followed in this barge canal con- 
struction means so much to the various water powers now 
used principally to operate the pulp and paper mills here, 
the action of the manufacturers is timely and commendable 
in the extreme. 

The water in the river, which has held up remarkably 
well up to the present time, now. shows unmistakable signs 
of falling, and the paper manufacturers are agitating the 
question of their customary summer shutdown. The Vic- 
toria Paper Mills Company, which is to install a water 


wheel this summer, has already intimated its desire to 
have the water shut out of the general raceway the first 
two weeks in August. It is not probable that the water 
will be out for a longer period, as there is little or no other 
work to be done along the line of the race. While the 
water is out all the mills along the hydraulic canal will be 
closed down. 

The enlargement of the tailrace on the west side of the 
river through which passes the water from the wheels of 
the Fulton, Granby and Eureka paper mills, is progressing 
as rapidly as the physical conditions will permit. It is 
probable, however, that the work will not be completed 
before the first week of August. 

At the Battle Island Company’s plant wood has begun 
to arrive from the company’s Canadian rossing plant at 
Ha Ha Bay, Quebec. One barge was in last week and 
three more are now en route. The strike on the lakes has 
delayed the transportation of this wood, for the first barge 
was due to arrive some weeks ago. 

The first car of machinery from the Dilts Machine 
Works, of this city, to the L. L. Frost Paper Company’s 
new mill at Norwood, N. Y., went forward last week. 
This consisted of a shipment of pulp grinders, of which 
the Dilts shop are furnishing five, together with three wet 
machines and four beating engines. The Frost Paper 
Company’s plant, when completed, will be one of the best 
in Northern New York, and being built of steel and con- 
crete should defy both fire and water and stand until not 
only its present owners shall have “made their pile,” but 
the next generations (note the plural) as well. B.

Canadian Forest Supplies. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, July 11, 1904.—A correspondent writ- 
ing from Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, in the Northwest 
Territories, where there are spruce forests north of the 
prairie belt says: “The lumbering operations promise to be 
heavier here this year than usual. The extensive spruce 
limits to the north have resulted in the establishment of 
a number of sawmills, and there are now five large mills 
in Prince Albert and vicinity. They must, too, be very 





profitable properties for their owners, as following upon 
the rapid settlement of the country on both sides and 
south there is a demand for building material that the mill 
owners have been unable to satisfy. Last year they could 
not fill all orders, although there was a cut of some 12,- 
000,000 feet. It is estimated that the cut this year will be 
from 14,000,000 to 15,000,000 feet. 

“The Dominion Government, which controls the very 
extensive timber belts scattered throughout the generally 
prairie country of the Northwest Territories, has issued 
new fegulations as to the cutting of timber on crown 
lands by settlers for their own use. The dues are poplar 
building logs, one-half cent per lineal foot; pine, spruce, 
tamarack or other logs, 1 cent per foot; logs of oak, elm, 
ash or maple, 1% cents per foot; square timber and saw 
logs of poplar, pine, cedar, spruce, tamarack, $1.50 per 
M feet B. M.; saw logs and square timber of oak, $3 per 
M. As there is a good deal of dry timber on these lands, 
which it is advisable to remove, as it is a menace to the 
green timber, settlers may make ap>lication to cut it. If 
the inspector deems it advisable in the particular section 
applied for he wil! allow the cutting under his own im- 
mediate supervision at the rate of 25 cents per M.” 

Messrs. Andrew MacCormack, Edward Moore, L. Black- 
burn, H. K. Egan, A. Blackburn, Hiram Robinson and 
other Ottawans who are interested in timber limits in the 
Temiskaming district, together with M. J. O’Brien and 
A. Barnett,ef Renfrew, also large holders of limits there, 
are uniting in a project which promises to divert business 
to Ottawa. They are arranging to bring their timber by an 
all rail route from a height of land some 60 miles beyond 
Lake Desquinze, in the Lake Temiskaming district, to the 
Ottawa River. To do this a large dam will be required 
and the water diverted in certain directions. The timber 
could then be boomed and brought 80 miles down a trib- 
utary of the Ottawa, and then 300 miles floated direct to 
the capital. a”

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BLEACHING AND SIZING. 


The Evil Results of Free Acid—Effects May Not Be Apparent 
Until a Long Time After Paper Has 
Left the Mill. 


By W. ABELE 


I presume that it is sufficiently proved by prominent 
men that in paper the presence of sulphur of any stage 
of oxidation and combination and of chlorine, either 
free or combined with bases of alkali or earthy alkali 
character, as chlorides, causes, a certain time after the 
paper is made, chemical reactions which, as paper offers 
a large area to the atmospheric oxygen, always turn out 
as oxidations of these two chiefly prevailing elements 

It is decidedly true that paper in sheet form is the very 
best contact substance for chemical changes, and by 
virtue of that property readily induces and facilitates 
chemical reactions with the air and the co-operative 
humidity of the same. 

However carefully a paper may have been made, if 
during the process of manufacture it has been treated 
with compounds containing the elements above men- 
tioned, it is liable to show after a brief time traces of free 
acid. These subsequent changes and chemical evolutions 
are entirely beyond our control, and the final presence of 
the ultimate product, the free acid, in most cases never 
comes to the knowledge.of the manufacturer. However, 
if-it happens occasionally that there are appreciable ac- 
cumulations of free acid which may interfere with the use 
of the paper, then it is time to examine and to ascertain 
the origin. I know that there are carried on numerous 
tests in relation to the acidity and its origin in paper in 
different European countries, and so far the surprising 
discovery has been made that paper which, immediately 
after leaving the mill, did not show even the least traces 
of free acid and was pronounced perfectly free from acid, 
gave unmistakable signs and reactions after months and 
years, indicating the presence of free acid. If these acids 
have a chance to act long enough on the paper their 
deleterious effect is generally known. 

Therefore, every maker of paper should strive to avoid 
the use of these chemicals in the first instance, and, as at 
the présent time that is not possible, to limit their use

to the least possible amount; that means, to a quantity 
that just produces the desired effect. Let us, in relation 
to the above, first consider the bleaching of paper ma 
terial. ' 

We know that as a bleaching agent bleaching powder 
of the formula CaOCl. is commonly used. The bleach- 
ing effect of that compound is based on its oxidizing 
property. The opinion of most people is that the free 
chlorine is the bleaching substance. They know that the 
value of bleaching powder. is ascertained and expressed 
in a measurable form by the term “available chlorine,” 
but they do not know that free chlorine requires water to 
become active. It is the action of the free chlorine in 
the “status nascendi” on the water which produces the 
bleaching element, oxygen. The water is decomposed 
(the decomposition being supported by light and warmth) 
and divided into its molecular constituent parts. The 
hydrogen combines with the chlorine to form hydro- 
chloric acid (HCl), and the oxygen, simultaneously lib- 
erated, possesses solely the bleaching qualities commonly at- 
tributed to the chlorine. 

We are not very positive in our knowledge about the 
dissolution of bleaching powder in water, which always 
takes place when brought in contact with oxidable ma- 
terial, and it is very likely that the finally resulting bleach- 
ing element, the oxygen, is obtained through secondary 
reactions, as, for instance, through the intermittent forma- 
tion of chlorous acid, CIOH. However that may be, 
we can formulate the changes by the following chemical 
equations: 

2Cl +2H-O = 4HCI+O: 
or 


2CIOH = 2HCI+ 0, 


There are now two ways by which the chlorine con- 
tained in the bleaching powder may be made available: 

I.—By acids—sulphuric acid, hydrochloric acid, acetic 
acid. ‘ 

II.—By heating the contents of the bleaching engine. 

1. By acids, which form the respective calcium compound 
according to 

2 CaOCl, + 2 H.SO, = 2 SO, Ca + H.O + 2 Ch, 

the free chlorine liberating oxygen and simultaneously 
combining with hydrogen to form hydrochloric acid, 
which may remain free or combine with calcium to form 
calcic chloride, CaCl., which is soluble in water. It is ad- 
visable to wash the bleached stock thoroughly before dis

charging into the drainers, in order to remove the soluble 
compounds formed during the bleaching process. 

Operating with sulphuric acid, usually done entirely 
in the cold, is malpractice and very liable to injure 
the fibre, and should therefore be absolutely abandoned. 

We know that by the direct contact of cellulose with 
strong sulphuric acid the cellulose is converted into 
amyloid or hydrocellulose, a reaction which is partially 
accomplished in the manufacturing of waterproof paper 
in a commercial form known as “imitation parchment.” 
From the practice of that process we know that the sul- 
phuric acid, on account of its adhesive qualities, cannot 
be.removed entirely by washing, but has to be neutralized 
In the bleaching engine the same conditions prevail to a 
certain extent, and therefore we can trace sulphuric acid 
in an appreciable amount in any bleached stock which 
has been treated with that acid and has not been suffi- 
ciently washed or neutralized. 

2. By heating the contents of the bleaching engine. Pro- 
ceeding that way, it seems as if the very unstable bleach- 
ing powder would break up, liberating its oxygen and 
chlorine simultaneously or the oxygen through a secondary 
reaction in forming, first, Ca(OH), calcic hydrate, and 
subsequently calcic chloride, water and oxygen. In how- 
ever many phases these reactions may take place, the result 
is the same as if treated with acid, and in many respects 
better. We obtain a very good bleached material heated to 
a certain temperature preliminary to entering the drainers 
and carrying only substances soluble in water formed dur- 
ing the bleaching process, with the exception, perhaps, of 
a slight quantity of calcic hydrate. We understand now 
that in order to effect a thorough removal of the residual 
ingredients from bleaching we must deprive the stock of 
the carrier of the chlorine compounds, and as they are all 
soluble in water (if no sulphuric acid is used) we obtain 
that by an efficient drainage. 

The object of draining is the separation of solid matter 
from water, which adheres to the solid substance 
by virtue of adhesion. Again we know that adhesion 
of a liquid is entirely overcome by destroying its cohesive 
force. This can be done by converting the liquid into 
steam. Consequently the more we continue to heat the 
substance to be drained near to the boiling point of water, 
the. more satisfactory drainage we shall obtain, provided 
we use a suitable draining contrivance. In other words, 
providing for the conditions explained we obtain a stock

BLEACHING AND SIZING. 


(Continued from page 10.) 


which, after having drained a relatively short time, is free 
from water to a high percentage. It does not need to be 
emphasized that this same water is the carrier of the solu- 
ble chlorine compounds. a 

If the material comes dry from the drainers we have the 
guarantee that almost all the chlorine compounds are re- 
moved, besides that dry stock has a decided convenience 
in handling and supports the endeavor to keep a mill clean. 

I may add here that it is entirely wrong to believe .bat 
there is no chlorine in the stock if the same shows no re- 
action with the customary reagent, iodine starch paper 
or solution. This reagent indicates only the presence or 
absence of free chlorine, whereas there may be consider- 
able chlorine combined, or as hydrochloric acid. These 
chlorine compounds are detected with silver nitrate AgNOs. 
To test for sulphuric acid we use barium chloride BaCl.:, 
and obtaining a precipitate therewith we can be sure that 
there is free sulphuric acid in the stock. 

Summing up the statements about the bleaching process 
we can formulate the paper maker’s duties in regard to 
the same as follows: 

Practice and theory tell us to keep bleaching solutions 
(the liquor) in the dark, but to perform bleaching in well 
ventilated and brightly lighted places, as it is important in 
order to secure the highest efficiency and economy to insure 
the utmost support of the air and light, both seldom ac- 
know!ledged volunteers of the bleaching process. To com- 
ply with the above, the bleaching should be done ex- 
clusively in engines specially constructed toward that end. 

The material should be heated in accordance with the 
capacity of the steam furnishing plant, and, finally, the most 
efficient draining devices should be installed, operating 
either on the gravity or the centrfugal principle. 

Let us now consider the other source of inconvenience in 
paper making, the sizing. 
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I presume that it will not be necessary to say very much 
about the general properties of rosin size, as every paper 
manufacturer is indeed familiar with them. However, it 
may be well, in order to make the following statements 
more apparent, to say a few words about rosin size with 
a high percentage of free rosin. 

Charles Erfurt at Straubitz, Germany, has _ succeeded 
in manufacturing rosin size with up to 100 per cent. 
of free rosin. As rosin size with high free rosin per- 
centage always precipitates rosin if not properly emulgated, 
Mr. Erfurt has introduced into the process and for the 
purpose of obtaining satisfactory emulgation, or size solu- 
tion, the use of a steam injector, the powerful action of 
which gives the best results. - The rosin soap with whatever 
percentage of free rosin is heated to about 70 to 80° C. to 
make it liquid and movable in order to be measurable; 
thence it is passed to the dissolving tank, on its way thither 
being subjected to the action of the steam injector. The 
temperature is thereby raised to about 100° C., and simul- 
taneously a pressure produced which forces the rosin soap 
through the minute orifices of a coil on the bottom of the 
tank. The rosin soap, which, as may be well remembered, 
was heated above the melting point of rosin, is so, divided 
into molecules, sprayed into cold water, raising the tem- 
perature of the latter to about 25° to 30° C. The cool- 
ing is effected in a moment far below the meltitig point 
and any precipitation of rosin is eliminated. 

According to Dr. Klemm, rosin in emulsion in rosin 
size solution possesses the peculiar property of becoming 
amorphous and of precipitating at a temperature not far 
in excess or below that of its melting point. This condi- 
tion is entirely eliminated in the above manner of work. 
High resinous rosin size requires only small quantities of 
alum, thus diminishing from the start the injurious results 
of an excess of the same and results in a better and con- 
siderably cheaper sizing. 

On the other hand, in using rosin size with a small per- 
centage of free rosin or none at all, we should be very 
careful to exactly compute the required amount of alum, 
and in doimg so always bring into consideration the per- 
centage of free rosin ascertained in the rosin soap. It is 
a common rule to use one unit of weight of alum to one 
unit of weight of rosin present, as combined rosin in the 
rosin soap. In most mills, however, an excess of alum is 
used, usually without knowing'why and scarcely recogniz- 
ing the damaging result. I mentioned the possibility of 
alum in excess in paper, to produce sulphuric acid, and 
especially if at the same time hydrochloric acid is present, 
before, and confine myself here to remark that espe- 
cially in paper which is made with soft water there 
is not enough alkali or earthy alkali to neutralize or 
to offset the else absolutely deleterious effect of these acids. 
In many cases their presence is extremely disagreeable. 
Furthermore, I might say that in paper mills where the 
water, preliminary to its use in the making of paper, is 
treated with alum for filtration, there is absolutely not the 
slightest reason to take an excess of alum, as the water is 
then immune against any further réaction with the alum. 

Therefore, to secure a perfect, I might term it, safe 
sizing, it is advisable to not spare expense toward estab- 
lishing a plant able to produce the most economical and 
indeed most convenient make of rosin soap. Especially in 
mills where paper requiring a nice surface is made and 
where many variations in the degree of sizing occur it 
seems well to me to use a system which guarantees rosin 
size with the best obtainable sizing qualities and which 
allows perfect measurement and transportation of the emul- 
gated size, as there are no precipitations.

PHILADELPHIA, July 12, 1904.—The heat and dullness of 
this midsummer season have had no deterrent effect on 
the progress. of the recently organized Paper Trade Asso- 
ciation of Philadelphia. Meetings of the board of directors 
were held last week and again yesterday, and a call is now 
out for a general meeting of the association to be held on 
Friday afternoon at 2 o’clock in Room 3, second floor, The 
Bourse 

The board of directors at its two meetings in the office 
of Treasurer J. H. Sinex found that opportunities for 
earnest work awaiting the association were so good that 
immediate application should be made to them. Since the 
public meeting the list of members has been added to until 
today the association has forty-three out of forty-five pos- 
sible members, and the unincluded two are expected to 
enter the association in the near future. 

Deciding that all the members had evidenced a purpose 
to work as a body in harmony with sister associations in 
other leading cities, the board agreed to place itself in 
early communication with the National Paper Trade As- 
sociation, with the intention of having the Philadelphia 
association become an integral part. Decision was also 
reached to have an association seal—a circle with the name 
about the circumference and “Incorporated 1904” in the 
centre—and to make early application to the State for a 
charter. 

Reports were received that all the members were living 
up to the agreement regarding deliveries—to be made in 
future at the door or the sidewalk, and not, as in some 
cases heretofore, on upper floors of even buildings not 
equipped with elevators. The board decided to bring be- 
fore the entire association the question of defining the 
territory in which there shall be free deliveries and beyond 
which there shall be imposed an extra charge. The 
agreement with regard to extra price for breaking reams 
and cutting was reported to be in universal operation. No 
complaint on the part of customers was reported, for these, 
recognizing that their competitors will all be treated alike,

Large High Speed Paper Machines. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., July 13, 1904.—The Bagley & 
Sewall Company, of this city, a few days ago completed 
and shipped the last of four 164 inch paper machines or- 
dered by the Berlin Mills Company, of Berlin, N. H. 
Three of these machines previously made have been set 
up, and are in operation. They started off without a 
hitch, and are giving entire satisfaction, a somewhat re- 
markable record when it is considered that they are the 
largest paper machines in the world. Each of these ma- 
chines weighs a little over 500 tons, and each has a capac- 
ity of about 40 tons of paper per day. Besides making the 
largest paper machines in the world, the Bagley & Sewall 
Company proposes to make the fastest running machines. 


The company is now at work on two 120 inch machines, 


which are designed to run at a speed of 600 feet per 
minute. One of these machines will be installed in the 
plant of the Raymondville Paper Company at Raymond- 
ville, N. Y., and the other in the new mill of the L. L. 
Frost Paper Company at Norwood, N. Y. A 124 inch 
machine of the same type is under way for the Columbia 
River Paper Company, and will be shipped to Camas, 
Wash., along with an equipment of grinders and wet ma- 
chines. 
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One of the devices relied on in working up a speed of 
600 feet per minute on paper machines is the Warren 
winder, which the Bagley & Sewall Company is making in 
considerable numbers and shipping to paper mills in all 
parts of the United States. With this winder perfect 
rolls are made, and the man behind the machine has no 
trouble in taking care of them though running at high 
speed. The company is shipping these winders to Wiscon- 
sin, New Jersey, Niagara Falls and Maine mills, and has 
orders ahead for a dozen or more, part of which will go 
into Northern New York mills. The big paper machines 
built by the Bagley & Sewall Company have attracted the 
attention of foreigners interested in paper, and a number 
of them who are in this country on account of the St. 
Louis Exposition have visited Berlin to look at them. As 
a result negotiations are on with paper making con- 
cerns in half a dozen European states, and there is little 
prospect of a curtailment of the company’s business.

Artificial silk made from pulp is now a staple on the 
market, and the demand is greater than the supply, ac- 
cording to the statements of those who are engaged in 
the business. 

We are now to have an extension of the field of the 
pulp maker, and by means of recent discoveries and im- 
provements practically the whole range of textile work 
is opened to him as a market for the disposal of his raw 
material. Recently we printed in THe Paper TRADE 
JouRNAL a somewhat lengthy notice of a book writen by 
Professor Pfuhl, of Riga, Russia, in which that writer 
reviews the work that has been done in the way of mak- 
ing wood pulp available for textile work. He gave it as 
his opinion that Kron had outstripped his fellow workers 
in the same field and had made progress sufficient to 
demonstrate practically that the yarr for any kind of 
textile could be spun directly from moist wood pulp, an 
advantage which was not possessed by the methods of 
other inventors. It is claimed that by Kron’s method 
there is produced not only a stronger yarn but that the 
cost of production is less and that the output is greater. 

Kron calls his product silvalin, and there has just been 
incorporated in this country the American Silvalin Com- 
pany, formed for the purpose of acquiring the option on 
the American rights under the Kron patents. This op- 
tion is held at $40,000, while the full American rights 
under the patents are held at $2,000,000, the option price, 
of course, being deducted from the purchase price when 


the transaction is closed. 


The patents are regarded, as may be judged from the, 


asking price, as very valuable and as being the founda- 
tion ones on which may be built the industry of manu- 
facturing textiles from wood pulp. The possibilities. are 
large, and time alone can show whether they will be 


realized. 


Publishers as Paper Makers. 


We have heretofore printed the story of what it is in- 
tended to do with the White Mountain Paper Company’s 
property. This was in effect that two companies are to 
be organized, one to operate the paper mill and the other 
to handle the timber lands and pulp mills. As developing 
that story along definite lines we this week print another 
narrative, in which it is stated that Colonel McRae, of the 
Scripps-McRae League, in connection with some other 
publishers, is to take hold of the paper mill property and 
put it on its feet as a producing factor. The interests 
with which Colonel McRae and his alleged coworkers are 
connected are large consumers of paper, and it is not at 
all improbable that the results forecast will yet be accom- 
plished. Some publishers have long professed an ardent 
desire to enter the paper making industry, but up to date 
Mr. Nelson, of the Kansas City Star, is the only one who 
has had enough confidence in his convictions to lead him 
to assume a paper mill payroll. His experiences in his 
new field of endeavor have not yet been given to the pa- 
per making and publishing public, and they cannot there- 
fore be used as examples, “horrible” or otherwise, by 
which other publishers may profit. 

However, if Colonel McRae and his friends in Philadel- 
phia and elsewhere decide to become paper makers, they 
will undoubtedly be cordially welcomed by the old timers in 
the industry, and among other privileges they will be al- 
lowed to visit the Waldorf-Astoria in February, and there 
listen to publishers tell of the fabulous earnings of paper 
mills and to paper makers while they tell of how they 
bank

Paper Making Progress. 


On page 8 we print a portrait of Peter R. Thom, the 


general superintendent of all the mills of the Kimberly & 


Clark Company. Accompanying the portrait is the state- 


ment that he has seen the development of paper making 
from all 


rags to all wood, of paper machines from 54 
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inches in width to 164 inches in width, running at speeds 
of from 75 feet per minute to 500 feet per minute. Mr. 
Thom has seen all this, and has profited to the utmost by 
what he has witnessed. This statement tells very clearly 
of the progress of modern paper making, and yet when 
one considers it closely, it tells of a revolution that has 
been accomplished in a very few years. The use of wood 
as a paper makers’ material was discovered many years 
ago. That use, however, was restricted for many years, 
and mills that had the courage to experiment with it were 
called “carpenter shops” and their owners “carpenters,” 
and in that day the making of paper entirely from wood 
in high grade papers. 


was not considered, especially 


In the early days an analysis of paper might show a “trace 
of wood.” Now it may show a “trace of rag.” 

The building of wider and speedier machines came even 
later, and it is only a very few years since the speed began 
to reach its present point. The widest machine has not 
yet been built, nor has the speediest been constructed, and 
builders are not yet ready to say what the limit of 
either is. 

The fact is paper making has been making progress at 
a tremendous rate. Its advance has been well founded, 
however, and while it has gone ahead with very rapid 
strides, it has been at all times able to maintain its for- 
ward position. Marvelous as has been its progress, no one 
can say that in the next twenty-five or thirty years it may 
not repeat its performance. Wood may give way to some 
other fibre, just as rags gave way to wood, even though at 
In the 


same period there may be such improvements in machine 


the present time that seems somewhat unlikely.

a few years seem as only the half developed predecessors 
of those that may then be in use. Twenty-five years ago 
the paper maker who predicted that wood would be the sole 
fibre used in high grade papers, and that machines 164 
inches wide would be built and would be operated at a 
speed of over 500 feet a minute, would have been regarded 
as a fit subject for an asylum, while his statements would 
not be given even the compliment of making them the 
More than one man threatened to 
leave his work when it was proposed to speed his paper 
machine up to 100 feet a minute.

The question of a proper presentation of samples of one’s 
stock is again brought to the front by the issuing this week 
of a handsome line of sample books by a jobbing house 
of the Middle West, each book being devoted to exploiting 
the merits of one general line of goods. A sample book 
to attract attention nowadays must have decided merit. It 
must not only show the goods in their best dress, but it 
must point out, suggestively perhaps, the uses to which 
the goods can be put, and the methods by which the 
printer and the publisher can obtain the best results from 
them. Freakishness and “gingerbread” display are to be 
avoided. They are positive disadvantages, and from the 
business point of view are not money makers. The books 
in question are excellent examples of what a good sample 
book should be. 


Samples of wood pulp and finished paper made from the 
catalpa tree are exhibited in the Palace of Forestry, Fish 
and Game at the World’s Fair to show the advantages the 
timber possesses as a material for the manufacture of pa- 
per. The display is due to the International Society of 
Arboriculture. This exhibit is but a part of the general 
display of catalpa products and it shows that every part 
of the timber can be profitably utilized. The body of the 
tree is adapted to the manufacture of furniture, and for 
interior trimmings there is no timber, so economically 
grown, that excels it, while some paper makers believe that 
it is the coming fibre in the paper mill. Trees of from 
4 to 8 inches in diameter may be grown in from four to 
ten years from the catalpa seed. 

Conditions in Wisconsin have not changed. materially 
during the week. No more machines have been started, 
and the union men have not changed their attitude. The 
manufacturers are going ahead slowly, and have evidently 
determined that when a machine is started it shall be kept 
in operation. So far that is true of each one that has 
been rescued from idleness. Some of the union men have 
left for other places, and some of them have gone into 
ther lines of industry. 

On page 22 of this issue we print the conclusion of an 
article on photographic paper by Backeland. Some 
of the members of the industry who have been struggling 
with problems in the making of this grade of paper should

Epwarp P. NIxon. 


The sudden and entirely unexpected death of Edward 
Pearson Nixon, general manager of the mills of the Mar- 
tin & William H, Nixon Paper Company, Manayunk, Phil- 
adelphia, on July 7 came as a great shock to a very wide 
circle of friends in the Philadelphia trade.

Bertram and Milne’s Improved Vacuum on Paper Machine— 
Roll Paper Holder and Cutter— 
Paper Milk Bottle. 








David Neble Bertram and Samuel Milne, of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, have been granted United States patent No. 
764,032 on a machine used in the manufacture of paper. 

This invention relates to improved apparatus for pro- 
ducing a vacuum in the vacuum boxes of paper making 
and like machines; and its object is to utilize the water 
drawn from such boxes for the purpose of producing and 
maintaining the said vacuum, also to use some of the same 
water for diluting the pulp on the paper machine and to 
use the remainder in the beating engines or otherwise. 
The invention, however, contemplates the use of the water 
for producing the vacuum only, the excess being run off 
into a special receptacle. 

Fig. 1 illustrates a front elevation, and Fig. 2 a plan of 
the improved vacuum producing and water circulating ap- 
paratus. Figs. 3 and 4 illustrate longitudinal sections of 
important detail parts. Figs. 5, 6 and 7 illustrate modifi- 
cations, and Fig. 8 a detached part of Fig. 4. 

According to the invention there is employed a rotary 
pump A, having one inlet branch B and two outlet branches 


through branch D is retarded and a greater pressure thus 
put on the water working the ejectors, while by opening the 
valve the pressure is reduced and less water passes to the 
ejectors. 

By varying the speed of the pump the rate of delivery 
and the height to which the water is elevated is variable. 

As a modification the pump may be elevated above the 
tank E, or the branch C may be upon the branch D just 
below the valve I. Likewise the tank may be elevated 
above’the pump and work the ejectors by gravity; but the 
inventors prefer the arrangement shown. 

The ejector boxes or casings F are so constructed that 
connecting pipes are not necessary, the inlet branch of each 
being sufficiently large to supply two or more ejectors and 
being connected up direct to the inlet branch of the next 
adjoining box or casing, as shown in Fig. 2, thus making 
a very neat arrangement which takes up small space and 
which is easily kept clean. 

The ejectors may be of the construction shown in Fig. 3, 
with the ejector cone K working within the nozzle H or 
working against the narrower end of the nozzle, as shown 
in Fig. 5. 

To break up the jet into a number of streams, and thus 
allow it to act more effectually on the air and water, there 
is provided a brass tube L with twisted teeth or blades 
N, formed by slotting the tube longitudinally and then 
giving each blade a quarter turn. The patentees also cut 





C and D. The branch B is connected to a tank E, the 
branch C to a set of ejector boxes F, and the branch D 
to a pipe leading to the mixing box of the paper making 
machine D* and to an overhead tank. (Not shown.) 

The ejector boxes F each communicate by a tube (shown 
dotted in Fig. 2) with a suction box of the paper making 
machine, and each ejector delivers into the tank E through 
spouts or delivering nozzles G, which are by preference of 
oval section and tapered laterally. 

With the pump set in motion and the tank E supplied 
with water at the start it extracts such water from the 
tank and impels it partly through the branch C and partly 
through the branch D. That which flows through the 
branch C passes through the ejector nozzles H and back 
into the tank, thereby creating a vacuum in the pipes or 
tubes leading from suction boxes and extracting the water 
from such boxes, which then flows under the said ejection 
action into the tank E and serves to maintain the supply 
of water for working the ejectors. That portion of the 
water which passes through the branch D flows upward 
until it reaches a further branch, through which it then 
flows into the mixing box for diluting the mixture of pulp 
for the paper making machine. Part of such water also 
passes upward into the overhead tank aforesaid, from 
whence it then flows into the beating engines or elsewhere, 
as desired. 

To give the requisite “head” of pressure for working the 
ejectors there is employed a check valve I (see Fig. 4), 
capable of being adjusted by hand and capable also of 
being adjusted automatically by a float J in the tank E. 
By a partial closing of the valve the flow of the water 


short the spindle cone and hollow out the wider end, as 
shown. The effect of this is to allow air to get to the cen- 
tre of the jets of water and both inside and outside and 
to greatly improve the ejection. 

To steady the action of the float, it is provided with a 
guide bracket O*, fixed to the floor of the tank E, and a 
guide rod O, working in such bracket. The movement of 
the float is imparted to the check valve through lever P, 
fulcrumed on bracket Q, lever R, fulerumed on bracket S, 
and a block T on spindle U, held in position by nuts V. 

Although preferring to use the excess water for the 
mixing box and beaters, and thereby avoiding waste of 
valuable substances that may be in the water, it will be 
seen that one may omit the branch D and valve I and sim- 
ply circulate the water through and through the tank E, 
an overflow opening being provided to get rid of the ex- 
cess P

The Influence of the Hygrometric Conditions of the Atmos- 
phere in Manufacturing Operations -Some 
Suggestions as to Methods. 


By Leo. BacKelLanpD 
(Concladed.) 

Hitherto we have dealt only with the inconveniences 
caused by excessive moisture of the air, without alluding 
to the other great inconveniences which may be caused by 
very dry air in the case of certain kinds of paper. At New 
York for example it is common during the winter months 
for the dew points to fall abnormally, and the percentage 
f moisture in the air becomes almost zero. The result is 
a production of static electricity by friction or pressure, 
with almost incredible facility. American friends might 
tell you that during winter it is a common occurrence 
when walking on the carpet in the hall of a hotel, with a 
key in the. hand, for an electric spark, small but brilliant, 
to make its appearance immediately the key is brought into 
contact with the metal of the lock. It also frequently 
happens that when one tears a piece of paper the fragments 
adhere to the hand, because they are charged with elec 
tricity. It is not then to be wondered at that in factories 
the belts are charged to such an extent as to produce 
sparks sometimes more than 30 millimetres in length 

This phenomenon becomes exceedingly unpleasant when 
one has to deal with large quantities of photographic 
paper on the reel or the cutting machine. This incon- 
venience occurs with the raw paper ds soon as it passes 
to the calenders and is rolled. It becomes so charged with 
electricity that it emits numerous long sparks which crackle 
distinctly. Under these discharges of static electricity the 
paper attracts all the dust floating in the air and small ob 
jects close at hand. 

There are several methods to remedy this state of affairs, 
all tending to reduce the discharges from the paper. One 
is to attach a metal chain by both ends to the frame of thi 
machine, leaving it loose enough to trail on the movable 
ream of paper. Copper or steel chains are useless, as thes 
soon wear away and leave noxious particles of metal. Si! 
ver chains are best. The writer employed metal combs in 





stead of chains. A very good way to prevent the effects of 
tatic electricity in rooms where paper coated with sul 
phate of baryta is calendered consists in saturating the air 
with humidity by injecting very hot steam, or, better, em 
ploying a special apparatus to spray water into the air. 
Chus the same result can be obtained as with steam with- 
out increasing the temperature. It has also been found 
advantageous to keep the floor moist by watering it slightly 
daily, several times, with water containing about 10 per 
cent. Of unpurified glycerine. These precautions, of course, 
were only necessary in very dry weather 

Reeling and cutting sensitized paper may also be incon- 
venient when the air is too dry. In this case inconveniences 
are merely of a mechanical nature, i. e., they make work, 
for example, more difficult. Instances have been observed 
where sensitized paper, very dry and gelatinized, let the 
sensitized coating fall away when cut in these circum- 
stances. On the other hand, the general chemical qualities 
of the paper are better when it is very dry. 

Matters are different with developing paper. When 
reeled or used dry it has superficial stains. It would be 
difficult to say whether they are due merely to mechanical 
riction or pressure, or if static electricity has anything to 
lo with the matter. However this may be, they only ap- 
pear during development of the image, sometimes in paral- 
el lines. sometimes in irregular patches, corresponding to 
ihe parts of the surface which are somewhat more raised, 
consequently brought more into contact with the next layer 
f paper. In these conditions of extreme siccity the bro- 
nide or chloride of silver particles are affected in an un- 
desirable manner in the same way as when exposed to the 
light, and their decomposition is evident immediately a de- 
veloper is applied. These changes only occur in the top 
layers of the sensitized part, and do not seem to affect the 
deeper particles. This is demonstrated by the fact that it 
is possible to remove these patches once the photographic 
image is developed, fixed and dried, without detriment to 
the normal image. They can be removed by rubbing the 
surface with a riece of cotton wool steeped in alcohol 
Another fact which seems to indicate that these superficial 
spots are different to the latent image is that their appear- 
ance can be prevented by adding one or two drops of a so- 
lution of cyanide of potassium to the developer, and the 
image then develops as usual. We know that pressure 





exerts an influence on bromide of silver and causes it sub 
sequently to be reduced by any developing agent. We also 
know that static discharges are produced when the sensi 
tized films or bromide paper is reeled rapidly, and may 
cause peculiar spots which become visible in development 
We cannot say to what extent these two phenomena con- 
tribute to produce the defects in developing paper men- 
tioned above, but these inconveniences appear when the 
air is very dry and can easily be prevented by only manip- 
ulating the paper in places where the atmosphere is main 
tained in hygrometric conditions, as normal as possible, by 
increasing the degree’ of humidity.

The 
Whitaker Paper Company, of Cincinnati, has certainly done 
this. It has issued a series of. sample books that are not 
only creditable to it, both as to the books themselves and 
the lines that are represented, but that rank with the 
noted ones of the trade. One book is devoted to flat writ- 
ings, linens, bonds, ledgers, safety and wedding papers. It 
contains 250 samples, each 8'4 by 10% inches, each sample 
is folioed and an index enables one to find any particular 
line at once. Each sample is printed with its name, size, 
weight. equivalent sizes and weights, colors, and the name 
and address of the house. Another book is devoted to 
hook, coated, lithograph, news and poster papers, and yet 
another to cover papers. A fourth book contains samples 
of wrapping, drawing, drafting and pattern papers, and 
twines, the latter being shown by halftone cuts made from 
photographs of samples of all sizes and grades. The blot- 
ting papers are shown in pads of cut sizes, the envelope 
samples are in a box, while the cardboard stock is in a slip 
cover, drop front box. Wedding stationery, cards and an- 
nouncements are in a special book. All of these books 
have speciai and appropriate covers, showing the latest 
wrinkles in coloring and printing. In the cover book, each 
sample is printed with design and text in colors, so 
that the book is simply crowded with suggestions to print- 
ers. 

All the books are excellent: They show an intelligent 
appreciation of paper and printing ink possibilities and of 
the wants and needs of the paper buying community

PAPER.—The market continues quiet but frm, prices as 
a rule being fairly well maintained, notwithstanding the 
light demand. Some reports of lower quotations are of 
course heard at this dull time, still these are the excep- 
tions. The representatives of the leading mills say that 
they have not as yet been obliged to cut prices in order 
to keep their mills running. In book papers, for instance, on 
which some concessions are said to have been made within 
the past two weeks, the sales agents of the big companies 
report a fair volume of business for this season and at the 
old figures. Wrapping papers are in light demand, still 
the prices are holding up well. No. 1 Wood Manilas 
continue rather weak, while the No. 2’s are firm at 2c. 
The other grades of manilas are quiet but unchanged in 
price. The demand for Writings, in common with that 
for other papers, has fallen off within the past few weeks. 
As yet the jobbers are not ordering for stock. Quotations 
on Writings remain the same. Contracts for hanging pa- 
per are now being closed by the manufacturers. The ask- 
ing price is said to be 2.40c., but to those wall paper con- 
cerns that pay their bills promptly a price under 2.40 is 
being made. News paper continues steady, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the consumption has fallen off within 
the past few weeks. Current business in News is being 
quoted at from 2.35c. up. Contracts and extra large or- 
ders command lower prices. In box boards the market 
continues demoralized because of the severe competition. 
Prices are being cut to low figures. No. 1 News Board, 
which has been selling recently at $40, is now freely of- 
fered at $34, and has been quoted, according to reports, as 
low as $32.50. Corresponding reductions have been made 
in Manila Chip Boards and some of the other kinds of 
boards. Straw Board is holding firmly, although the prod- 
uct of an independent mill has been offered at consider- 
ably less than the market price. As the quantity of this 
board is limited, the disturbance caused by the low quota- 
tion is considered only temporary. We quote:
